men of the sma ll settlement ga thered to de­ 
fend their only hope of existence, a nd a 
despera te fight ensued, in which four of the 
ma ra uders wers nea rly killed a nd two of 
the defenders were seriously injured. 
The 
India ns, finding they could not obta in food 
by force, retrea ted, a nd sent in sev era l of 
their number to a sk for a sma ll qua ntity of 
food, which they sa id wa s a bsolutely neces­ 
sa ry to ths continued existence of their 
wiv es a nd children 
One hundred pounds 
of flour a nd nbout fifty pounds of frozen 
cod wa s giv en them. 
It wa s reported tha t 
in Astoria a lone, out of thirty -fiv e or forty 
fa milies, or a tota l of 200 people, ov er 100 
ha d died, most a ll women a nd children. 
At Hope pa le not ov er twenty -fiv e fa mi­ 
lies rema in out of the entire former popu­ 
la tion. 
Ma ny ha v e gone ea st a long the 
coa st hi the hope of getting into a better 
supplied settlement, 
while eighty person*, 
of which forty were squa ws a nd thirty -fiv e 
children, died from sta rv a tion in June 
a lone. 
The Okka h India ns a re suffering 
grea tly , but there were not a s ma ny dea ths 
there a s wa s a t first reported, only twelv e 
ha v ing died this spring out of ths 125 who 
composed tribe.

Each person is to lx* furnish ed with a suit of 
th e rarest quality. 
Th e bride, or th e nominee for th at function, 
is arrayed in h er most elegant dress. 
Sh e is 
gallanted in h er liest bravery of silk and 
satin, feredje and parasol, to th e Iwtli. 
Sh e 
is accompanied by h er moth er and all th e wo­ 
men of h er h ouse. 
Th e servants and slaves 
ore summoned for th is service; and th e more 
numerous th ese are, th e more th e display of 
luxury is enh anced. 
As soon as th e parties 
meet th en* is a series of endless compliments. 
In th is th e Turkish people exeeL 
Coffee and 
sh erbet are served around to th e company, 
wh ich is 
seated 
on th e divans. 
Amid 
clouds of smoko from nargh ileh , pijx* and 
cigarette, and with gossip ami laugh ter wh ich 
“makes old wrinkles come,’'’ th e future 
moth er-in-law adroitly seats h erself by th e 
nominee. 
Sh e persuades h er to talk. Uncon­ 
scious of th e object, tli<‘ girl undergoes a skill­ 
ful cross examination. 
Her intellectual and 
moral ch aracter is th orough ly scrutinized. 
Her life, with its tastes and qualities. Is win­ 
nowed. 
TflE MOTHER-IN-LAW AND BRIDE. 
Wh en th e smoking terminates th ere is th e 
disrobing in order to go into th e interior of 
th e bath . Th en follows th e robing for th e 
bath .

h e undertakes to reproduce someth ing of th e 
g raphic and v iv acious hilarities und scenes 
of the ‘‘home coming ” of the wedded in this 
oriental land. Let the reader, therefore, en­ 
ter in fancy into the haremlik, where the 
writer cannot g o. The room to which the 
bride is taken is decorated with flowers bung 
on the walls and on the ceiling . Thee* are in­ 
terming led with silk stuffs of brig ht and 


v arieg ated color. The ill v an Is cov ered with 
a richly einbroi ku.-d cloth. In one corner 
there is a special seat for the bride. 
J t has 
the appearance of a throne. 
Why not! Is

SUGGESTIONS TO THOSE ABOUT TO 
DO *> HE CONTINENT.

It may sound somewh at strang e, bnt os a 
matter of fact, no person sh ould go to Eu­ 
rope till h e sh all h ave been ovq- th ere at 
least, twice Indore making h is fi*st visit. 
Be­ 
fore going h e sh ould spend no leas th an six 
m o n th s in th e old country in order to clear 
up th e ground, to separate fancy from fact, 
« h allow impressions from realities, anil th e 
ideal from th e real. 
Th e iirst five month s in 
Europe afford no information reliable ns to 
th e country, th e people or social conditions. 
In th is rapid fligh t only th e superficial is seen, 
and wh ich is scarcely indicative of w h at lies 
below. 
As likely as not th e sixty-day trav­ 
eler w ill come back h ating th e impassive Eng­ 
lish and enraptured with th e versatile and 
mobile French 
If h e sh ould remain a year 
and fairly study both peoples, be would rad­ 
ically reverse h is conclusions. 
Tile absolute necessity of reversing all th e 
first impressions received in a journey abroad 
warrant th e paradox th at nobody sh ould 
make a trip until two, and, if possible, th ree, 
sh all h ave lx*en made before making th e iirst 
one. 
It w iW not cost as much bygone-th ird to 
make a second as it docs a first trip over to 
th e European continent. 
It is only after one 
lias h ad experience th at one knows wh at to 
pay th e cabmen, wh at places to stop at in a 
city, wh at class to travel in, wh at fees to 
give to servants, w h at food to order. 
A 
stranger will pay a th ird more for cab h ire 
th an one wh o is familiar with prices: th ere 
are localities iu London and Paris w h ich are 
on an equality in joint of convenience, com­ 
fort and th e like, and in wh ich th e cost of 
ajMirtments and food will Is* twice as great in 
th e one as th e oth er. 


ERRORS E R K U l K N T L V COMMITTED. 
In some portions of Eurojx* second-class 
oomjmrtments <>u th e railways arc equal, and 
in some instances sujx*rior, to th e iii*st-class; 
and in a few instances th e latter must be 
selected unless th e jx*rson wish rel to travel on 
wh at would be regarded iu tbis country as a 
■attic train. 
Th e feeing of servants, wh ich 
prevails universally, may be reduced to a 
comparatively small total iu a journey of a 
fewr weeks, or it may amount to a sum suffi­ 
cient to very materially increase th e cost of 
th e vacation. 
Th e difference between wh at 
would l» c j» aid by one wh o “knows th e rojH s” 
and one wh o ventures for flit* first time 
amounts to several h undred dollar's in a trip 
lasting, say, for ninety days. 
One of t h e errors frequently committed by 
people going abroad is th e carrying of an 
o v e r plus of baggage. As a m atter of fact, a 
man and h is wife sh ould take but one piece of 
baggage, wh ich sh ould be a trunk sufficiently 
« mall to l>e placed under tin* sofa in th e cabin. 
If larger th an th is it will h ave to go into th e 
h old o f th e sh ip, and will not be accessible 
until a long period after leaving th e sh ore. 
Th e “outfit” of a woman sh ould not exceed 
th e following: An all-wool traveling dress, 
woolen undergarments, leggings, “common 
sense ” sh oes, ulster, h eavy sh awl and water­ 
proof, close fitting bonnet, sun h at, collars 
and cuffs, and h andkerch ief, a flannel tvrajs 
jH*r for th e staff* room, and black sh ort dinner 
dress, some ch anges of undercloth ing, h alf a 
dozen towels, toilet articles, and not forget­ 
ting a bottle of smelling salts composed of 
unperfumed carbonate of amonium. 
A* to th e man, a single suit of woolen cloth ­ 
ing, with th e necessary underwear, is all th at 
lie really needs. Th e moment h e reach es Lon­ 
don h e can lx* fitted with wh atever cloth ing 
lie likes, and secure th e luxury of a good lit, 
ft superb material and satisfactory results, at 
a cost just one-h alf wh at th e same articles 
will cost h im in Ch icago. 
In line, th e travel­ 
ers of both sexes sh ould not take any cloth ing 
with th em save wh at is needed for th e jour­ 
ney. A business man wh o is in th e h abit of 
wearing good cloth es will find th at it will al­ 
most pay h im to cross th e ocean once in two 
years to lay in a supply of wearing apparel, 
as th e difference in th e cost of th e go<xls, and 
th eir superiority, will very nearly, liquidate 
th e expenses of th e trip. 


LETTERS OF INTRODUCTION. 
It is rarely th e case that the intention of an 
American to g o to Europe is announced with­ 
out there being at once proffered to him a 
trunkful of letters of introduction. 
Inv esti- ‘ 


g ation will show that thm > who arc* most 
profuse iu the offer c>f letters an often tbowe 
who hav e « pent the shortest time in th e old 
world. 
In proportion as one is familiar with 
the people, especially of England, one is 
chary of g iv ing letters. 
The more 
one knows 
of Eng lishmen, Frenchmen and Germans, tho 
less is one liable to trouble them with this 
class of missiv e. One or two letters of the 
proper kind, from the proper person to the 
proper foreig ner, will not lie an incumbraiuv . 
As a rule, tho American letter of introduc­ 
tion does not rank near par in the social quo- 
tations of the foreig n market. 
It is of ton 
g iv en to a mere acquaintance whom one 
does not recog nize socially , at home, and is 
directed to some person whom the writer may 
hav e casually met in the old country , and on 
whom he has no especial claims. 
A letter to 
an Eng lishman is a solemn thing . 
It means 
an inv itation to dinner either at the club or 
at home, and it inv olv es a* swallow-tailed coat 
and a white necktie, without which the wor­ 
shipper at the Eng lish dinner shrine commits 
a wanton and inex cusable profanation. 
A 
majority of Yankees scorn the humble swal- 
low-tail as an ev idence of deg eneracy , and 
will hav e none of it 
They use none at home, 
they g o abroad without one, and are unpre­ 
pared for occasions on which the ev ening coat 
is as indispensable os a juiir of trousers. The 
American who, in response to ail inv itation 
to a dinner, presents himself in a cut-a-way 
or a Prince Albert, is certain to Iki classed as 
v ulg ar and unaccustomed to the manners em­ 
ploy ed by g eutlenion.—Chicag o Times.

Ev er since athletic sjiorts hav e lieen fol­ 
lowed jieojile hav e put themselv es on record 
throug h misstatements alaiut prize fig hters 
and their methods of training —how* this or 
that man's death was caused by ov ertraining 
or to > rapid a preparation for any sjwcial 
feat. No question has broug ht to lig ht so 
much g ross ignorance a* this one. 
It is not 
ov ertraining that causes the trouble, but in­ 
sufficient work, or total neg lig ence of trnin- 
in: 
Th o writer's ex]x*rienee dates back to 
th e time wh en drench ing r.nd many h ours of 
fatiguing work wen* th e rule, and, even with 
nil th eir errors, th o trainers » if a quarter of a 
century ago got th eir men into I letter con­ 
dition th an th« * latter « lay trainers do. 
Th e mo leru trainers go to th e oth er < X - 
treme, as th ey scarcely work th eir ch arges at 
all, preferring to h ave th eir men big and 
strong rath er th an th in and overdrawn. 
Some h ave strcHc th e h appy medium, and 
th ey invariably present th eir men in g<nxl 
trim. Th is is generally accomplish ed by slow 
and careful work, wh ich , wh ile not Ising 
Rh owv, is none th e less th orough . 
One of th o 
most radical errors modern trainers jiluuge 
into is th e rush ing system. 
Th ey get h old of 
a strapping young fellow, wh o is h igki in 
flesh , and th ink th at by th e driving process 
th ey can get h im flt in a fortnigh t 
Th ey 
generally do succeed in getting h im down to 
th e last stage of sparseness of flesh , but th e 
ath lete's strength h as also jmssed away with 
superfluous t issue. 
Th e man looks well to th e eye, but h e is 
very much like a cardboard h ouse—apt to 
fall in if h it in th e middle. 
Mtiuy an ath lete 
h as stcpjxd into th e arena looking fit to con­ 
tend fo ra kingdom, wh ile, iu reality, h e was 
less able to stand as much punish ment or 
straining as h is antagonist, wh o was fat and 
h a<l done no work at all. 
Of course, th ere 
are s tine men wh o can reduce very rupidly 
and retain a certain amount of ph ysical 
strength and vitality. 
Yet even th ese find 
trmstaut and speedy training sjiells take all 
th e steel out of th em, and each succeeding 
xjteil of preparation find th em less inclined 
th an ever to jump out and take th eir gruel 
with th at zest wh ich sh ows th at an ath lete 
h as lost none of h is old power. 
Such meth ods as th ese h ave reined more 
men th an anyth ing else, for a lazy man will 
do more h arm in a week th an can be undone 
in a month . 
No one, only th ose wh o h ave 
Undergone a severe ath letic preparation, 
knows wh at is endured « luring th e first week 
or so of training, Th e removal of th e loose 
fat, especially th at wh ich is inside, seems to 
engender an all-devouring th irst, and th e 
first th ing an ath lete does is to resort to 
liquids. 
If h e be a professional it is ten to 
one th at h e craves for someth ing stronger 
th an water. 
Here is wh ere th e self-denial 
comes in, for sh ould h e give way all th e good 
work done by exercise’ will lie undone in a 
very few minutes. 
If h e manages to figh t 
tlu* craving down h is reward will be great, 
for th e j» arch ing th irst will gradually disaji- 
jx*ar. 
Th e superfluous flesh will melt as 
th ough by magic and in its place a h ealth y 
growth of muscle will make its. appearance.

SCIENCE AND SOCIETY. 
But the relation of science to society i> 
most important m thu way of establishing 
social science, the science of health, of bet­ 
ter g ov ernment, of purer morals, of hig her 
mnnbooJ , inv olv ing manners and g entle 
bearing ; in the way oi reform of prisons, 
ol charities, of reformatories for the y oung . 
I tie contents of The J ournal of ¡Social 
¡Sc ience run from the public charities, to in­ 
ternational codes, from health laws, to pub­ 
lic parks; from municipal g ov ernment, to 
improv ed methods of v oting ; from publ.c 
v acination, to laws that g ov ern suicide; 
from sav ing s banks, to industrial co opera­ 
tion; Irom the case of v icious children, to 
ex tradition of criminals; from recreations 
for the people, to the manag ement of ineb­ 
riates; from professional ethics, 
to the 
American civ il serv ice; from race problems, 
to disfranchisement for crime; from the 
rate of wag es, to papers concerning finance. 
Here is a rang e cov ering all our relations to 
each other, and to the state; a scale of top­ 
ics discussing ev ery phase of human need, 
und e%ery ciass in aociety . 
The otner day I receiv ed a paper pub­ 
lished, us the heading informed me, in the 
intere.-t of whisky , tobacco and pork; a 
trinity not supposed to be especially inter­ 
ested in health, morals or the public intel.i- 
g ence. 
But this sheet had a column headed 
• ¡Science.” 
That column held matter, that 
if heeded, would larg ely restrict the sale ,of 
the three clients of the other columns. 
Ev ­ 
ery local newspaper g iv es a larg er amount 
of such information in each issue than the 
wisest had at their command fifty 
y ears 
ag u 
SCIENCE FO R THE YOUNG. 
Ten y ears ag o it was difficult to secure 
sujiport for two science journals. 
Now 
ev ery week “ science” g ets abundant hear­ 
ing , g iv ing us the constantly accumulating 
data of inv estig ation. 
It is found ev en ou 
the tables of workmen of the av erag e sort; 
side by side with some tecunicai journal of 
mechanics, or the constructiv e or fine a rti 
The present ratio of increase of science cul­ 
ture will enable us tQ say at the end of this 
century that our common education has en­ 
tirely departed from the three traditional 
“Rs,” and has g one ov er to an education by 
means of biolog y , phy siolog y and tech­ 
nolog y . 
Boy s more and more are indi­ 
v idualized, and educated for what they hav e 
an inherited bias. 
At the present ratio of 
prog ress one more g eneration will hav e 
wonted ov er the g rounds of inv estig ation 
and reduced data to laws, so that our schools 
can g iv e the y oung a scientific education 
from the start 
The trouble now is that 
the g eneration that is at work, the toilers of 
to-day , can not beg in ov er ag ain and work 
from a new basis. 
Un morals the peculiar effect of the en­ 
croachments of a scientific education has 
been to shift the basis from authority to 
natural oblig ation. 
It is the fact that a 
man of to-day stands as inheritor of ail 
that nature has accomplished iu past eternal 
ev olution that makes him responsible. 
He 
is trustee and temporary possessor of all 
that eternity has achiev ed. 
It is summed 
up and embodied in him. 
As he uses it, as 
he keeps his trust, the future is to take 
shajie. 
Main shapes his own future. Science 
makes much of man’s power and little of 
decrees. 
It places on him a heav y weig ht 
of oblig ation. 
The whole burden and drift 
of ph ysiology is hig her morals. 
The open­ 
ing up of purpose and plan in nature startles 
the student to nobler purpose h imself. 
The 
meannesses of common life are closely as­ 
sociated w.th ig norance of the g reat thing s 
and g reat ideas in wh ich we play a part.—
